REPORT    OF     R.     C.    GATES 

Superintendent  of  Mreiva  District 

Bishop  Johnson  and  Fellow  Workers  : 

In  taking  up  the  work  of  the  Mrewa  District  we  have  been  conscious 
of  the  fact  that  others  have  labored  and  we  have  entered  into  their  labors. 
In  nearly  every  phase  of  the  work  we  have  felt  that  we  were  only  cairy- 
ing  on  that  which  preceding  missionaries  had  originated  and  contributed 
to  by  the  investment  of  their  lives  and  services.  For  Mrs.  Gates  and  mo 
the  year  has  been  one  of  happiness.  It  has  been  a  joy  to  have  increased 
contact  with  the  native  pejple  in  their  villages.  God  has  been  loving, 
gracious,  and  merciful,  and  we  praise  Him  for  His  goodness. 

A  true  pic:ure  of  the  work  of  the  District  during  the  p;ist  year 
cannot  be  formed  without  an  appreciation  of  the  financial  difficulties  that 
confronted  us  daring  this  period.  One  cause  of  these  difficulties  has  been 
the  failure  of  th  ?  stations  to  meet  their  alloted  share  of  the  wages  of  the 
native  helpers,  and  another  has  been  a  large  reduction  in  mission  appro- 
priation for  native  helpers. 

The  Conference  year  opened  with  the  sum  of  £202  in  unpaid  wages 
due  thj  Native  Helpers  by  the  various  stations.  It  closed  with  this  sum 
at  £26?.  In  1933  the  mission  funds  available  for  Native  Helpers  was  £446. 
In  1931  this  was  reduced  to  £300,  a  out  of  £146,  or  33  per  cent.  This 
reduction  was  caused  by  a  deficit  at  the  beginning  of  the  Conference  year, 
b/  es.ieciall/  needy  individual  cases  requiring  mission  aid,  by  extra 
Salisbary  cosis,  and  by  a  reduction  in  the  mission  appropriation. 

Under  these  conditions,  it  is  obvious  that  reductions  had  to  be  made 
in  the  work.  In  1933,  two  Pastors-Teachers  resigned,  giving  the  reason 
that  they  were  not  receiving  their  money  from  the  people.  At  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  three  Pastor-Teachers  went  to  Old  Unitali.  These  five 
schools  were  not  re-opened.  One  other  scliool  w^as  closed  and,  after  due 
notice,  the  Pastor-Teacher,  a  Std.  2  man,  was  signed  off.  He  was  urged  to 
go  into  Old  Umtali  for  further  training  but  chose  not  to  do  so.  This  makos 
six  schools  closed  out  of  twenty-two,  not  counthig  Mrewa  Center  and 
Salisbury.  Three  of  these  schools  were  very  small  and  the  stations  weak; 
the  other  three  are  large  and  ought  to  be  re-open?d. 

The  transfer  of  two  Ministers  out  of  the  District,  Rev.  Z.  Mukombiwa 
in  Septcinber,  and  Rev.  C.  Faka  ia  March,  gave  some  relief  on  the  pay-roll; 
while  it  deprivGl  us  of  their  services. 

The  morale  of  o  ir  Native  Ilelperc  undt-r  this  fi^iancial  strain  hai  been 
remarkably  good,  yet  there  comes  a  time  when  "the  last  straw  breaks 
the  camel's  back."  During  the  last  Quarter  three  of  our  best  men  gave 
notice  of  leaving  at  the  end  of  June.  Happily,  two  of  these  notices  were 
later  with  Ira  wn,  and  the  third  is  in  the  doubtful  stage.  Several  other 
Pastor-Teachers  during  the  year  have  indicated  that  they  will  continue 
in  the  work  with  unpaid  wages  piling  up  and  with  little  prospect  of  their 
being  paid. 
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Through  the  generous  financial  assistance  of  Mr.  Van  derMerwe,  we 
have  been  able  to  place  an  evangelist  at  Chizanza's,  to  preach  the  Gospel 
to  the  many  native  men  employed  on  the  tobacco  farms. 

The  death  of  Benjamin  Kawadza  in  December,  and  of  Mayi  Faku  in 
March,  removed  two  leaders  and  caused  general  bereavement.  Benjamin 
had  been  Superintendent  of  the  Mrewa  Sunday  School.  Mayi  Faku's  fine 
Christian  character,  her  quiet,  kindly  disposition,  her  sympathetic  under- 
standing of  the  problems  of  the  native  women,  and  general  usefulness  as 
assistant  to  the  women  missionaries,  had  made  her  well-known  as  an 
exemplary  and  outstanding  Christian  woman. 

During  Easter  week,  school  at  Mrewa  Center  was  closed  and  the  time 
devoted  to  prayer  meetings  and  evangelistic  services. 

One  of  the  brightest  spots  in  the  year  was  the  Camp  Meeting  held 
along  the  Munyukwi  River  in  October.  Many  came  to  the  altar. 
Testimonies  were  given  of  re-newed  consecration,  the  forgiveness  of  sins, 
and  new  life  in  Christ.  On  three  successive  evenings  heavy  storms 
threatened,  and  we  were  much  concerned  for  the  unprotected  mothers, 
babies,  food,  and  bedding.  But  only  a  few  drops  of  rain  fell,  although  the 
surrounding  territory  reported  tremendous  down-pours.  There  was  a 
remarkable  response  of  joy  and  gratitude  on  the  part  of  all  for  what  seem- 
ed a  Providential  overruling  of  the  elements. 

The  universal  pest,  the  locust,  has  visited  the  district  and  destroyed 
many  crops  of  rukweza.     Mealies  in  general  have  escaped. 

The  Watch-Tower  movement,  led  bya  Nyasaland  native,  has  been  active 
on  the  district.  Two  of  our  stewards,  both  Nyasaland  men,  have  lelt  us 
to  join  it  There  has  been  no  noticeable  trend  toward  it  among  local 
natives.  The  Watch-Tower  teaching  against  giving  to  the  church  may 
have  affected  some  of  our  members,  but  in  most  cases  of  non-giving  it  is  a 
case  of  heart  disease  rather  than  of  Watch-Tower. 

It  has  been  a  joy  to  conduct  Christiai  services  in  our  home  on  Sunday 
evenings  for  the  European  people  of  Mrewa. 

A  three-months  mid-term  at  the  Cape  in  the  middle  of  the  year  provid- 
ed a  helpful,  enjoyable,  and  much  appreciated  holiday  for  our  family. 

The  Native  Convention  held  at  Choniosweswe  Station  stimulated  the 
native  people  and  provided  some  very  interesting  discussions.  The  able 
leadership  of  the  Chairman  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the 
Convention.  It  is  most  encouraging  to  see  the  native  people  themselves 
attacking  the  problems  of  the  church  and  school  and  assuming  responsibil- 
ities which  will  increasingly  become  theirs. 

Mrs.  Gates  has  had  charge  of  the  community  work.  The  work  with 
the  women  has  been  very  much  what  it  is  every  whore  — classes  ia  sewing, 
cooking  and  Bible,  visiting  in  the  homes,  etc.  While  Teacher  Ada  was  with 
us  a  certain  amount  of  work  was  done  in  nearby  kraals.  Once  a  week  she 
visited  several  kraals,  holding  classes  there.  She  was  willing  to  go  farther 
but  there  was  not  always  a  woman  or  girl  to  go  with  her.  In  December 
she  left  us  to  be  married.  Classes  have  been  held  with  the  women  from 
the  messengers'  camp,  but  with  wages  high  and  sure  and  with  stores  so 
conveniently  near,  where  clothes  and  bread  can  be  purchased,  their 
enthusiasm  has  not  been  great.  It  is  in  vain  that  we  have  called  on  and 
tried  to  get  the  women  from  the  police  camp  to  come.  So  many  of  the 
people  have  their  gardens  away  from  Mrewa,  that  during  several  months 
of  the  year  the  women  are  away  and  it  is  difficult  to  get  much  of  a  class 
together.  The  Rukwadzano  rhwe  Wadzimayi  has  met  once  each  month, 
and  each  time  there  has  been  a  large  attendance.  The  women  having  the 
proper   training  have  done  very  good    work  in  and  near  Mrewa   in  mid- 
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wifery.  Our  losal  disjeusary  work  has  been  attended  to  by  David  Saku- 
tomba. 

Villages  schools  are  greatly  retarded  by  lack  of  books  and  by  irregu- 
larity of  attendance  and  non-attendance.  Some  schools  are  almost  at  a 
standstill  or  engaged  in  a  monotonous  treadmill  work  as  the  pupils  sit  like 
birds  on  a  tree  while  the  teacher  tries  to  teach  a  group  of  a  dozen  pupils 
with  a  couple  of  backless  scraps  of  what  once  were  books.  It  seems  that 
unless  some  steps  are  taken  to  remove  these  tremendous  obstacles  there 
can  be  relatively  little  progress  in  the  schools.  If  some  genius  could  make 
and  print  school  booklets  selling  at  not  more  than  a  sixpence,  a  great 
amount  of  good  could  be  done  in  making  it  possible  for  the  children  to  get 
the  needed  books. 

As  a  whole,  the  Pastor-Teachers  have  been  loyal  and  devoted  to  their 
tasks,  preaching  the  Gospel,  teaching  in  the  day  school,  and  shepherding 
the  people  of  their  communities. 

Rev.  C.  Faku  carried  a  heavy  program  of  work  in  church  and  school. 
He  faithfully  carried  out  his  duties.  His  leaving  for  Old  Umtali,  follow- 
ing close  upon  the  illness  and  death  of  his  wife,  was  an  occasion  of  sadness 
and  regret.     He  has  been  much  missed  in  our  community. 

The  work  of  Rev.  Isaiah  Darikwa  has  been  energetic  and  faithful.  He 
is  constantly  at  his  task,  preaching,  teaching,  visiting,  persuading, 
urging,  -  building  up  the  Kingdom  of  God.  In  addition  to  the  oversight  of 
the  Mrewa  Circuit,  he  has  taken  on  the  Assistant  Pastor's  work  at 
Mrewa  Center. 

Our  work  in  Salisbury  is  in  a  strong  healthful  condition.  Rev.  Isaiah 
Munjoma  looks  after  the  spiritual  interests  of  our  church  memders  who 
come  to  town.  His  preaching,  visiting  the  sick  and  in  the  homes  of  the 
people,  and  intelligent  care  of  the  interests  of  the  church,  are  bearing  an 
abundant  fruit  for  God  and  for  righteousness.  At  the  Domboshawa  school 
our  men  in  training  have  led  the  weekly  Class  Meeting.  It  has  a  large 
attendance  of  men  and  boys  from  all  parts  of  our  Rhodesian  fields. 

Rev.  Hosea  Katsidzira,  in  a  quiet  effective  way,  has  served  as  pastor 
in  charge  of  the  Mangwendi  and  Headlands  Cirjuits.  When  he  was  in- 
formed of  a  sharp  reduction  in  his  salary  on  account  of  the  new  wage 
scale,  and  at  the  same  time  of  a  large  increase  in  his  work  through  the 
addition  of  Headlands  Circuit  to  his  supervision,  his  characteristic  rejly 
was.     "  All  is  from  God.     I  accept  it  gladly." 

These  ministers  have  nourished  the  people  up  in  the  words  of  faith  and 
of  good  doctrine.     They  have  been  good  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ. 


REPORT     OF     W.     BOURGAIZE 

Siiperiuteiident  of  Mtoko  District       ■    - 

Bishop  Johnson  and  Fellow-Workers:- 

Another  Conference  year  is  completed  and  the  time  has  come  to 
present  another  report  to  this  Annual  Conference,  a  task  which  is  the 
bane  of  the  life  of  at  least  one  missionary. 

It  is  not  a  difficult  matter  to  report  that  certain  activities  have 
been  maintained  or  initiated  in  a  given  year,  but  to  evaluate  the  real 
results  is  a  much  more  difficult  task,  for  that  which  is  spiritual  or 
qualitative  defies  the  measuring  rod.  However,  there  need  be  no  hesit- 
ation in  fecordi'ng  the  conviction  that  in  spite  of  adverse  circumstances, 
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such  as  drought,  locusts  etc.  of  both  of  which  we  have  had  more  than  a 
fair  share,  tlie  year  has  seen  a  steady  advance  along  several  roads  to 
sound  objectives. 

I  regret  to  report  that  last  October,  the  '  Reaper"  claimed  the 
daughter  of  o.e  of  our  Native  Ministers,  Samuel  Chieza.  The  splendid, 
consecrated  spirit  with  which  this  loss  was  borne  is  additional  evidence 
that 'HE' is  no  respecter  of  persons;  That  HE  will  and  does  succour  the 
soul  which  fully  trusts  HIM-  irrespective  of  position,  color  or  creed. 

Our  two  ministers  have  done  splendid  work  throughout  the  year, 
holding  the  line  steady,  initiating  new  plans  and  co-operating  in  every 
possible  way, 

The  losal  support  for  both  the  ministers  and  pastor-teachers  keeps 
up  remarkably  well  considering  the  adverse  economic  condition.  The  fact 
is,  that  local  support  has  increased  10  %  over  last  year.  The  majority 
of  the  Churches  are  paid  up  to  date,  the  few  that  are  in  arrears  are  behind 
for  only  small  amounts  and  we  have  every  expectation  of  making  this  up 
before  the  year  is  out.  During  the  year  twenty  six  have  been  received 
into  Full  Membership  and  fifty  one  admitted  on  trial. 

Mtoko  Center 

The  work  at  this  Center  is  growing  far  beyond  our  fondest  or  wildest 
expectations.  There  now  is  a  Boy's  Boarding  School  of  thirty  bright, 
keen,  young  fellows,  many  of  them  spendid  potential  pastor-teacher  mate- 
rial for  the  future.  The  Day  School  continues  to  hover  close  to  the  two 
hundred  mark.  The  aim  of  this  school  is  to  develop  Christian  leadership 
for  rural  life  and  for  the  out-stations  of  which  there  are  now  twenty  four. 
In  accordauL-e  with  this  aim  the  training  of  Christian  character  is  made 
and  kept  central  in  all  the  activities  of  the  School.  The  conviction  that 
society  can  only  be  redeemed  through  the  work  and  devotion  of  redeemed 
individuals,  and  the  conviction  that  redemption  of  the  life  of  an  individual 
can  never  be  complete  until  the  society  in  which  he  lives  is  itself  redeemed 
supply  the  motive  which  actuates  us  in  every  branch  of  the  life  of  this 
School.  Every  Sabbath  morning  a  group  of  the  Boarding  Boys  wends 
its  way  to  the  various  surrounding  villages  carrying  the  'GOOD  NEWS 
thus  among  other  things  acquiring  valuable,  practical  exp^ripnop  for  Iheir 
future  life  work. 

Work  at  the  Leper  Camp  has  been  carried  on  along  the  same  lines 
as  last  year.  Activities  of  a  more  permanent  and  systematic  nature  are 
in  mind  and  will  be  started  just  as  soon  as  the  Camp  is  permanently 
settled  and  consolidated. 

The  Out-Stations 

During  the  year  one  out-station  was  closed  due  to  circumstances, 
avoidable;  ncvertheleis,  beyond  our  control.  Four  stations  were  re-opened 
thus  making  a  total  of  twenty  four,  thrte  m.ore  than  last  year. 

It  has  long  been  our  conviction,  up  here  at  least,  that  the  out  station 
is  failing  in  many  ways  to  serve  the  community  as  a  whole.  That  a  wall 
of  indifference,  if  not  of  antipathy  or  antagoninism  exists  between  the 
older  folk  of  the  villages  and  the  younger  people  of  the  school.  In  short, 
the  older  folk  of  the  village  do  not  look  upon  the  out-station  church-school 
as  THEIR  school.  This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  Plans  have  been  formed 
and  are  now  being  tried  out  in  an  attempt  to  bridge  this  all-important 
gap.  For,  unless  the  out-station  church-school  can  and  does  help  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  whole  community,  educational,  social,  economic  as  well 
as  spiritual-thus  far  does  it  fail  of  its  opportunities  and  obligations. 
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Progress  is  being  made  with  the  mission  gardens.  At  several  of  the 
stations  a  considerable  measure  of  self-support  this  year  was  derived 
from  this  source.  More  than  ever  are  we  convinced  that  the  ultimate 
success  and  permanent  progress  of  our  out  station  worlc  depends  upon 
a^ricuhure;  the  i.nprovenen:  of  agiicultual  methods  and  procedure  mak- 
ing for  permanency  of  residence.  This  change  will  only  come  through 
the  younger  element.  Near  Kowo  station,  three  garoens  worked  by 
mission  boys  under  suppervision  yielded  fifteen  I  ags  to  the  acre.  This 
problem  of  agriculture  is  undoubtedly  the  key-stone  of  our  whole  out- 
station  work.  Using  the  old  methods  there  can  Le  no  permanency  of 
residence,  a  permanency  which  is  absolutely  essential  if  the  maximum 
efficiency  and  results  of  a  permanent,  solid  value,  spiritually  or  otherwise 
aie  to  attained. 

A  meeting  of  the  'RUKWADZANO  '  was  held  during  October  of  last 
year.  So  pleasing  were  the  results  that  another  session,  though  one  of 
longer  duration  is  planned  for  this  year. 

The  plan,  as  out-lined  last  year,  of  forming  a  Christian  village  at  each 
out-station  is  being  pushed  slowly  but  surely,  and  the  results  at  each 
place  are  very  gratifying. 

A  camp-meeting  was  lield  last  September  willi  splendid  results.  We 
were  forced  to  close  the  meetings  earlier  than  anticipated  owing  to 
shortage  of  food. 

There  is  much  yet  that  needs  to  be  done.  Sometimes  it  seen.s  as 
though  we  have  just  begun  to  scratch  the  surface  as  far  as  the  possible 
usefulness  of  the  once  despised  out-station  school  is  concerned.  Never- 
theless, progress,  solid  and  lasting  is  being  made  along  many  lines.  We 
thank  HIM  for  every  obstacle,  for  every  problem,  for  because  of  these  we 
are  learning  more  and  more  to  lean  on  Him.  Yes,  and  we  thank  HIM  for 
every  victory  and  they  have  not  been  few.  We  face  the  coming  year 
with  its  unknown  problems  and  obstacles  in  the  name  of  our  Leader 
who  knows  no  retreat. 


REPORT     OF     G.     A.     ROBERTS 

Superintendent  of  the  Mutamhara  District 

Bishop  Johnson  and  fellow -Workers  : 

Soon  after  the  close  of  conference  a  large  number  of  people  came 
together  for  a  series  of  meetings  at  a  place  near  Mutamhara  Mission. 
Most  of  them  seemed  to  desire  spiritual  enlightenment.  Some  came  out  of 
curiosity  but  before  the  meetings  were  in  progress  very  long  they  too  were 
seeking  the  Lord.  There  were  people  from  all  of  the  stations  of  the  circuit 
and,  judging  fro-n  the  spirit  of  the  stations  since  that  time,  the  meetings 
were  a  great  blessing.  In  the  words  of  Brother  Rugayo:"  The  year's 
work  of  Mutamhara  Circuit  was  opened  by  the  camp  meeting  which  was 
held  at  a  place  called  Chitimbi  about  two  miles  from  the  mission.  In  the 
camp  meeting  many  people  were  blessed.  Christian  workers  were  streng- 
thened, sinners  cried  out  to  God  for  their  sins  to  be  forgiven  and  the  spirit 
of  God  was  poured  out  in  great  measure  upon  the  Christians.  The  revival 
was  not  lost  on  the  camp  ground,  but  was  a  fire  set  on  the  dry  grass 
which  burned  through  the  Mutamhara  Circuit.  Many  people  were 
brought  to  Jesus.  This  was  shown  throughout  our  class  meetings  and 
church  services  throughout  the  year."     The  same  statement  might  well  be

made  regarding  the  Ziinanya  Circuit  for  the  stations  of  that  circuit  have 
made  a  fine  showing  in  church  attendance  during  the  past  year.  The 
loan  oi  Miss  Mulliliiii  and  a  group  of  evangelists  to  Mutambara  District 
for  the  period  of  the  tA^o  camp  nieetings  was  greatly  appreciated  by  all. 
Since  the  Marange  and  z^imunya  Circuits  had  a  joint  camp  meeting  Rev. 
Adkins  added  his  inspiration  and  enthusiasm  to  the  second  meeting. 

The  mission's  old  friend,  Chief  Mutambara,  has  gone.  He  was  a  very 
old  man  at  the  time  of  his  death  for,  according  to  reports,  be  was  nearing 
the  half-century  mark  when  the  white  people  came  to  occupy  Rhodesia. 
Hi3  earlier  lite  had  been  more  lively  and  interesting  than  delightful  for 
he  told  of  many  battles  in  which  he  had  taken  part  as  other  tribes  came 
to  rob  the  Mutambara  people.  The  Shangaans  were  great  enemies,  coming 
often  to  take  away  girls,  women,  and  cattle.  It  was  during  one  of  these 
tribal  battles  that  his  older  brother  was  killed  and  Mutambara  was  made 
chief.  During  the  several  years  that  I  knew  the  old  chief  his  influence 
was  helpful  for  he  ordered  the  children  to  attend  school.  The  Christian 
workers  always  found  a  welcome  whenever  they  wanted  to  have  a  prayer 
meeting  or  any  kind  of  a  service  with  the  chief.  The  story  of  Christ  was 
always  heard  with  great  interest.  His  wise  ruling  of  his  people  showed 
to  what  an  extent  Christian  ideals  had  entered  his  life.  In  the  last  hours 
of  his  life  when  his  strength  was  nearly  gone  Rev.  Rugayo  and  one  or  two 
other  Christians  were  with  Mutambara.  Some  one  suggested  that  they 
have  prayer  and  one  of  the  old  "  advisors  "  said,  "  Go  outside  if  you  want 
to  pray."  Mutambara,  still  able  to  understand,  lifted  his  head  and  said, 
Pray  here.  This  is  the  place  to  pray."  Our  friend,  the  chief  of  the  people, 
is  gone  but  his  influence  lives  on. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  there  are  a  good  many  of  the  older  people 
in  every  church  service.  It  means  that  the  church  is  becoming  a  church 
of  the  people  rather  than  of  the  school  children  only.  It  means  that  these 
older  people  have  run  well  during  their  Christian  life.  As  the  young 
African  looks  up  to  his  elders  in  admiration  for  wisdom  and  authority  it 
may  be  expected  that  the  church  will  increase  in  stability  and  usefulness. 
The  many  meetings  held  in  the  neighborhood  by  volunteers  from  the 
school  and  and  other  Christian  leaders  is  doing  much  to  reach  the  people 
who  are  tao  far  from  established  churches.  The  prayer  and  class  meetings 
of  our  chnrch  people  who  live  on  the  Reserve,  supervised  by  Rev.  Rugayo 
are  bringing  many  to  the  true  light. 

We  still  worship  in  the  old  church  building  which  is  too  plain  and  un- 
churchlike  to  add  to  one's  feeling  of  reverance.  it  is  far  too  small  for  the 
present  needs  as  the  fo;ir  hundred  people  generally  in  attendance  are  more 
than  can  be  comfortably  seated,  while  on  frequent  occasions  many  can  not 
get  into  the  church.  A  new  church  or  remodeling  of  the  old  one  must  be 
in  our  plans.  The  Sunday  School  attendance  is  very  large  with  one 
section  meeting  at  the  school. 

The  Tnedical  work  was  cared  for  the  first  part  of  the  year  by  Miss 
Gugin.  The  dispensary  was  often  full  of  in-patients,  many  out-patients 
were  cared  for  and  trips  were  made  to  Europeans  when  in  need  of  medical 
aid.  About  the  time  Miss  Penney  came,  at  the  end  of  December,  there 
was  an  unusual  ;i  mount  of  serious  illness  and  there  were  sometimes  more 
than  forty  in-patients.  The  Jeannes  woman  has  been  of  great  service  in 
medical  lines  and  in  helping  women  and  girls  to  improve  their  home 
conditions. 

The  several  depa'-tments  of  the  school  give  a  wide  range  of  instruct- 
ion to  367  pupils.  Miss  Ramsey  and  a  good  staff  of  native  teachers  pilot 
the  classes  in  their  literary  endeavors,  and  I  am  sure  no  group  of  native 
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pupils  struggle  harder  than  the  Mutambara  pupils  do  to  prepare  their 
lessons.  There  are  few  persons  who  have  found  tiir.e  to  get  into  mischief 
during  the  year.  There  is  little  call  for  discipline  as  the  boys  and  girls  are 
k'3pi  busy  on  many  diftereat  a Jtiv'ities.  Better  a^te.idance  could  not  be 
wished  for  than  there  is  b  )th  on  the  part  of  day  pupils  and  boarders. 

In  the  industrial  work  we  are  trying  to  fashion  the  training  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  boys  and  girls  shall  be  prepared  for  a  life  of  greater 
usefulness  when  they  return  to  their  homes.  A  few  of  the  pupils  will  go 
on  to  be  ministers  or  teachers  or  to  seek  employment  in  industrial  centers 
but  the  majority  will  return  to  the  villages  and  farms  and  our  aim  is  so  to 
train  them  that  they  will  be  useful  Christian  citizens.  Under  the  super- 
vison  of  Miss  Tubbs  and  Miss  Clark  the  girls  are  given  training  in  garden- 
ing, sewing,  housewifery,  laundry,  soapmaking  and  other  activities. 

For  years  we  have  felt  the  need  of  separate  training  for  those  who 
were  unable  to  begin  their  schooling  until  of  a  inore  advanced  age  and  so 
this  year  we  built  a  two-roomed  school  building  where  two  teachers  have 
them  in  a  special  school.  Our  aim  in  for  them  to  have  less  literary  and 
more  industrial  work,  thus  giving  this  group  of  people  a  special  opportun- 
ity to  become  useful  which  was  hard  for  them  to  have  in  the  larger  group. 
This  building  also  serves  the  night  school. 

The  mill  has  been  a  source  of  income  for  several  years,  doing  the 
grinding  for  the  people  of  that  section  of  the  country.  Hundreds  of 
women  bring  their  grain  to  exchange  for  meal.  This  gives  the  boys 
great  opportunity  for  learning  the  use  of  the  scale.  Our  own 
mission  grinding  is  done  at  very  little  cost  and  the  dynamo  attached  to 
the  water  power  furnishes  lights  for  all  of  the  mission  buildings.  The 
dairying,  pig-raising  and  poultry  keeping  are  all  sources  of  training.  They 
also  help  us  to  be  able  to  keep  going  during  these  depression  days.  Pigs 
are  fed  and  weighed  in  feeding  experiments.  The  cows  are  cared  for  in  a 
manner  to  teach  the  native  people  the  value  of  different  feeds.  The  same 
thing  is  true  of  the  poultry.  The  vegetable  garden  project  teaches  rota- 
tion of  crops,  better  care  of  the  soi!  and  furnishes  food  for  the  boarding 
department.  Fruit  trees  are  being  planted  for  the  natives'  use.  Wheat 
and  maize  growing  are  carried  on  in  a  manner  that  conserves  and  improves 
the  soil  and  is  still  our  main  source  of  income  for  the  station. 

The  outstations  of  the  two  circuits  are  the  great  triumph  of  the 
Mutambara  district.  Rev.  Thomas  Marange  of  Zimunya  circuit  and  Rev. 
Jackson  Rugayo  of  Mutambara  Circuit  have  given  faithful  and  devoted 
service.  They  greatly  regret  the  closing  of  three  stations  because  they  are 
unable  to  assist  with  collections.  There  is  always  a  going  back  into  heathen- 
ism of  some  when  this  happens.  Whenever  Miss  Clark  and  the  ministers 
or  any  helpers  visit  the  stations  they  receive  the  most  cordial  welcome. 
The  church  and  school  attendances  show  a  substantial  increase.  The 
large  classes  presented  for  baptism  and  for  reception  into  the  church  are 
the  inspiration  of  the  quarterly  conferences.  Our  financial  condition  is 
better  than  last  year,  and,  had  we  been  able  to  hold  the  Zimunya  fourth 
quarterly  conference,  we  think  that  the  local  collections  would  have  been 
nearly  up  to  requirements  for  this  year.  The  attendance  in  four  of  the 
schools  has  demanded  the  employment  of  a  second  teacher  and  one  other 
at  least  is  in  great  need  of  such.  There  is  a  noted  improvement  in  regularity 
of  attendance  in  most  places.  One  school.  Hot  Springs,  which  we  were 
obliged  to  close,  is  being  kept  open  as  an  unaided  school  by  local  men  who 
insist  upon  giving  their  services.

Swpermiendent  og  the  Old  Unitnli  District 

Bishop  Johnson  and  Fellow  Workers 

Thanks  be  to  God  who  gave  to  us  a  task  for  the  year  and  who  has 
h9l^)3d  us  thi'jughout  the  many  diflicult  as  well  as  blessed  experiences  of  it. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  an  addition  to  the  personnel  of  the  district 
of  3  missionaries,  5  African  iVliaisters  and  pastor- teachers  and  teachers, 
making  a  total  of  15  mi'ssionaries.  9  African  ministers  and  26  pastor- 
teaohrrs. 

Tmau'diatf'ly  rolluwing  last  Conference,  while  wondering  how  it  wculd 
be  possible  to  sapervise  the  out- station  work  of  the  three  circuits, 
prjvidentially  Rev.  and  Mrs.  L.  E.  Adkins  were  able  to  be  transferred 
from  the  S.  E  Africa  Mission  Conference.  They  can.e  only  a  few  weeks 
after  the  Conference  and  for  their  coming  we  rejoice  and  give  thanks. 
Acco.'ding  to  appointments  last  Conference,  Miss  Penney  left  for  Mitam- 
bara  on  the  arrival  from  furlough  of  Miss  Hanson,  and  some  months 
later  Miss  Gugin  also  came  to  Old  Umtali. 

At  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  Silas  Kasambira  completed  his  course 
of  ministerial  Training  and  went  to  his  appointment  at  Penhalonga.  Last 
November  Patrick  Machiri  was  transferred  from  the  Umtali-Rusapi 
District  to  Makomwe  and  Reginald  Ngonyama  from  Makomwe  to 
Old  Umtali.  Early  in  the  present  year  Clifford  Faku  was  transferred 
from  Mrewa  to  Old  Umtali. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  some  sickness  among  the  workers, 
indeed  it  has  been  rife  everwhere.  Just  before  Easter  the  mysterious 
hand  reached  out  suddenly  and  took  from  our  midst  the  youngest  child  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adkins.  Those  who  mourn  his  going  do  so  as  those  who 
have  abundant  Christian  Hope  and  Faith  remembering  that  Our  Lord 
said  "  Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God." 

Circuit  Work. 

The  out-station  work  has  been  ably  cared  tor  by  the  timely  coming 
of  Mr.  Adkins.  With  the  aid  of  three  Native  ministers  as  his  colleagues 
he  has  supervised  the  church  and  school  work  of  the  three  circuits  on 
the  District.  During  the  year  Camp  meetii;gs  were  held  at  Nytandi  and 
Gwese  and  during  the  lasi  quarter  special  evangelistic  efforts  have  been 
made  in  the  three  circuits  at  Nyakatsapa,  Mundenda  and  Matanda. 

At  Chiremba  the  people  have  built  a  new  church  which  makes  the 
third  in  about  three  years  through  having  to  move  from  one  part  tf  the 
private  estate  on  which  they  live  to  finother.  The  people  at  Shundure 
have  agreed  to  move  the  station  to  a  better  site.  This  new  place  will 
make  it  possible  for  this  station  to  take  under  its  wing  the  class  at  Mushu- 
nje  which  has  never  b-en  shepherded.  Here  the  people  have  built  their 
place  of  worship  and  have  30  children  ready  with  school  fees  to  enter 
sshool  Many  stations  could  be  helned  if  the  people  were  willing  to  move 
to  better  sites. 

Since  last  Conference  six  of  the  Marange  schools  that  were  closed 
have  re-opened  At  Gwawawa,  where  the  "  Apostolic"  movement  was 
supposed  to  have  bad  strong  influence,  the  school  has  re-opened  with  an 
enrollment  of  51.  Th  nigh  school  attendance  is  no  gnage  of  spiritual  life, 
such  attendance  indicates  that,  inasmuch  as  the  "  Apostolic  "  people  are 
opposed  to  education,  many  people  have  not  forsaken  our  church. 
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Where  stations  are  left  without  a  resident  pastor,  increasing  effort 
is  being  made  by  the  ministers  to  see  tl)at  services  are  taken  by  local 
preachers  as  many  Sundays  as  possible.  The  Marange  Circuit  has  made 
a  record  in  tho  number  of  people  desiring  license  to  preach.  At  the  last 
Quarterly  Conference  13  licenses  were  renewed  and  17  other  candidates 
wore  approved  and  are  awaiting  examination. 

The  aim  of  Mr.  Adkins  for  the  coming  year  is  that  there  shall  be  a 
special  evangelistic  effort  on  each  circuit  each  quarter  and  during  the  year 
Cainpmeetings  at  Nyakatsapa  for  the  Umtasa  and  Odzi  Circuits  and  at 
Makomwe  for  the  Marange  Circuit. 

Old  I'mtali 

The  usual  activities  of  the  various  departments  have  been  carried 
on  -  Medical,  educational  and  evangelistic. 

Medical  Work 

For  the  firsi;  half  of  the  Conference  year  Miss  Penney  carried  on  alone 
through  a  very  diii'icult  period  of  sickness  among  our  people.  We  are  glad 
that  we  have  two  nurses  again  for  there  are  times  when  even  two  are 
hard  pressed  with  the  day  and  night  work. 

The  nurses  write  -  "  During  the  past  months  the  medical  work  has 
presented  unusual  problems.  With  many,  the  malarial  fever  has  been 
very  severe  and  with  many  and  varied  complications.  We  have  not 
looked  on  malaria  as  dangerous  in  past  years  when  treated  properly, 
but  this  year  many  treatments  have  failed,  especially  in  the  cases  of  young 
children  and  old  people.  Our  hearts  ache  for  the  mothers  who  come  with 
their  sick  babies  and  children.  In  many  cases  it  is  their  last  one  and  they 
often  say  that  they  have  lost  several  this  year. 

"This  has  also  been  a  bad  year  for  dysentery.  Here  at  Old  Umtali 
where  we  have  been  able  to  isolate  each  case  the  death  rate  has  been  low. 
However,  word  often  comes  in  from  the  surrounding  districts  that  many 
are  dying.  We  feel  it  necessary  to  teach  the  pastor-teachers  and  the 
people  to  isolate  such  cases  in  order  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
As  we  are  now  two  nurses  here  we  are  looking  forward  to  visiting  in 
the  out-stations  to  help  the  people,  especially  the  women.  There  have 
been  several  cases  of  enteric  among  the  School  girls.  Vaccine  was  given 
to  all  the  girls  and  we  are  thankful  to  say  it  has  prevented  an  epidemic. 
Tests  are  still  being  made  to  locate  the  carrier  of  the  disease.  Besides 
those  already  mentioned  we  have  had  many  cases  of  whooping  cough, 
pneumonia,  measles,  ulcers  and  sores  to  care  for. 

"The  work  in  the  maternity  home  is  much  appreciated  by  the  people. 
Many  mothers  have  been  helped  and  the  children  given  a  better  start 
ia  life.  Most  of  the  mothers  stay  for  several  weeks  to  learn  how  to  care 
for  their  children.  One  cold  rainy  day  in  March  a  woman  was  brought  in 
on  a  stretcher  from  the  Premier  Estate.  She  was  dying.  She  had  been 
very  sick  for  several  days  and,  according  to  native  custom  as  a  last  resort, 
they  had  sent  for  her  mother  but  her  arrival  had  not  brought  the  child, 
so  they  brought  her  here.  We  told  them  we  were  afraid  the  case  was 
hopeless  but  that  all  who  could  pray  should  do  so  as  we  worked.  We 
quickly  put  her  under  a  light  anaesthetic  and  saved  both  mother  and 
child.  It  was  a  miracle.  It  was  touching  to  see  the  six  heathen  men 
who  had  carried  her  express  their  thankfulness  and  joy  by  silently  kneeling 
on  the  ground  as  if  in  prayer.  The  young  mother  and  her  husband  both 
expressed  their  desire  to  learn  about  a  God  who  helped  people  in  such 
a  wonderful  way.  One  of  the  carriers  gave  us  a  thank  offering  of  two 
shillings  and  six  pence.  It  is  the  first  time  a  heathen  man  has  ever 
given  us  a  thank  offering. 
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"  The  baby  clinic  fills  a  needy  place  in  our  work  and  trulyi  t  is  a 
joy  to  see  the  interest  of  the  motherw  in  this  project.  Many  of  the  children 
have  been  save  J  from  severe  siclcness,  sui'iering  and  even  death  thiongh 
having  a  regular  p]»ysical  examination.  One  woman  came  who  ha  a  lost 
nine  chilaren  and  this  her  tenth  was  already  marked  by  disease  and  ce;.  th. 
It  was  a  lesson  to  all  who  saw  it  and  especially  valuable  to  the  mothers 
living  in  our  village.  All  watched  eagerly  for  the  first  signs  ot  improve- 
ment. It  is  now  a  normally  growing,  healthy  child.  The  joy  of  the  parents 
and  friends  is  unspeakable." 

The  Church 

With  nine  ministers  and  twenty-seven  local  preachers  at  Old  Umtali 
we  are  blessed  in  our  helpers  in  the  work  of  the  Church.  We  are 
especially  glad  that  for  the  last  year  J.  M.  Chimbadzwa  has  been  released 
from  school  work  to  give  himself  entirely  to  pastoral  work.  Besides 
the  centre  there  are  seven  outside  preaching  points  which  are  visited 
and  where  Sunday  School  and  preaching  services  are  carried  on  each 
Sunday.  Both  ministers  and  student  local  preachers  take  these  preaching 
services  according  to  a  preaching  plan. 

For  our  Sunday  morning  services  here  we  are  still  unable  to  use  our 
church.  The  trouble  is  that  the  usual  congregation  numbers  about  500 
and  we  do  not  feel  inclined  to  discourage  attendance  at  the  church 
service  so  as  to  fit  the  size  of  the  congregation  to  the  dimensions  of  the 
church  building  which  is  only  about  half  large  enough.  Thus  we  continue 
to  use  the  hall  for  the  morning  service.  Meanwhile  through  tithes  and 
offerings  and  special  efforts  we  are  slowly  building  up  a  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  a  new  church.  We  have  thus  in  the  last  three  years  secured 
about  £400. 

At  Easter  tide  we  had  a  week  of  preparation  meetings  for  all  workers 
followed  by  the  Easter  week  of  special  services.  The  schools  were  closed 
for  this  week  and  we  spent  the  whole  time  in  seeking  the  Blessing  of 
God.  Many  gave  themselves  to  God  and  many  others  were  renewed 
and  strengthened. 

Hartzell  Training  School 

Goo  I  work  has  been  done  in  the  Training  school  this  past  year.  There 
were  some  adjustments  in  the  teaching  staff  during  the  years  partly  due 
to  the  leaving  of  David  Mbambo  and  the  transference  of  Josiah 
Chimbadzwa  to  the  Church  work.  Their  places  were  taken,  however, 
by  two  of  our  senior  ministers,  Clifford  Faku  and  Reginald  Ngonyama. 
There  is  no  graduating  class  this  year,  the  reason  being  that  the  teacher 
training  has  been  advanced  one  year  making  the  standard  7  the  graduating 
class,  so  that  standard  6  will  continue  another  year. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  special  effort  in  the  agricultural 
department.     Of  this,  Mr.  Wagner  writes  as  follows: 

"The  work  of  teaching  agriculture  at  Old  Umtali  has  been  put  on 
a  new  plane  through  the  adoption  of  the  new  plan  of  having  the  students 
grow  a  full  rotation  of  crops  on  their  own  plots.  The  new  plan  was 
experimentally  started  just  after  last  Annual  Conference  but  the  groups 
were  not  organized  finally  and  plots  assigned  until  the  beginning  of 
December. 

"I  wish  to  record  my  gratitude  at  the  general  satisfactory  way  in 
which  the  work  has  been  carried  on  l^y  the  students.  The  good  showing 
of  crops  speak  for  themselves.  Though  the  harvest  is  not  complete  it 
appears  that  far  more  maize  has  been  grown  this  year  than  the  farm 
has  produced  for  many    years.     The    significant   point  in    this   regard   is 
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thab  all  of  it  belongs  to  the  students  and  employees.  The  groups  of  boys 
have  sh^wn  especially  good  enthusiam  and  initiative.  It  has  been  difficult 
for  the  marriei  men  to  enter  as  whole-heartedly  into  the  cooperative  plan 
of  cropping  as  did  the  boys  but  considering  the  newness  of  the  plan  and 
some  minor  errois  in  it  that  may  tasiiy  be  smoothed  out  anc-ther  year, 
the  results  fully  warrant  a  change  from  the  old  plan.  Instead  ot  land 
being  cropped  in  the  wasteful  fashion  of  the  usual  Native  man,  definite 
rotation  of  crops  has  provided  that  next  years  crops  should  be  much  better 
than  the  present  ones. 

"  With  the  late  start  of  the  planting  due  to  invasion  of  locusts  and 
delay  in  preparation  of  the  land  because  of  the  greatly  increased  acreage, 
there  has  been  a  constant  race  with  time  throughout  the  season.  It  is 
hoped  that  thi^  may  be  avoided  the  coming  season  by  having  the  groups 
already  organized  and  everything  in  readiness  when  the  rains  start. 

"Tne  wheat  and  forage  crops  of  the  last  winter  season  proved  very- 
helpful  in  bringing  in  an  income  to  help  pay  wages  and  make  improve- 
ments. Locusts  have  been  a  constant  threat  and  the'  end  of  them  is 
not  yet. 

"The  new  dairy  stable  which  has  been  built  will  be  a  great  boon  in 
that  it  will  remove  the  catUe  from  the  close  proximity  to  the  dormitories 
that  has  always  been  a  nuisance.  Good  supplies  of  silage  and  veld  grass 
have  been  provided  for  winter  feed  for  cows.  The  pigs  have  been  increased 
with  the  hope  of  further  augmenting  the  farm  income.  The  beef  herd 
of  cattle  is  gradually  increasing  and  improving  in  quality.  New  cattle 
kraals  have  been  built  with  8  ft,  fences  to  keep  cattle  in  at  night.  With 
the  old  kraal  the  crops  were  constantly  in  danger  from  animals  breaking 
out.  Thirteeu  small  kraals  have  been  built  so  that  each  group  of  students 
may  have  one  for  the  cattle  assigned  to  them.  They  may  then  accumu- 
late manure  in  them  for  their  lands  and  so  further  improve  their  crops. 
A  large  amount  of  fencing  has  also  been  done  to  enclose  paddocks  for  the 
beef  cattle  and  young  stock." 

Fairfield  Girls'  School 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  and, 
during  a  space  of  four  months,  four  of  the  schoolgirls  and  six  of  the 
babies  passed  away.  Two  of  the  girls  had  acute  appendicitis,  one 
dysentery  and  one  typhoid.  The  babies  probably  had  malaria  and  gastric 
influenza.  The  cases  of  the  babies  were  most  baffling  even  to  the 
doctors  and  nurses.     All  that  human  power  could  do  was  of  no  avail. 

Miss  Quinton  reports  "  The  Girls'  boarding  department  is  somewhat 
smaller  than  last  year  owing  to  reduced  appropriations.  Of  the  entire 
group  of  100  girls,  there  are  13  in  the  teacher  training  classes.  We  are 
hearing  good  reports  about  the  girls  who  completed  their  training  course. 
One  has  just  begun  a  course  in  nurses'  training.  Two  have  gone  to  another 
school  for  further  academic  and  industrial  training.  Seven  are  teaching. 
All  these  girls  are  proving  true  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 

The  Farm  lands  have  yielded  good  crops  and  we  are  quite  hopeful  that 
the  harvest  will  be  sufficient  for  the  girls  food  supply  for  the  year. 

The  Wayfarer  Detachment,  with  Miss  Pfaff  as  leader,  is  still  strong 
and  growing.  So  many  of  the  lower  standard  girls  have  wanted  to  join 
thit  it  was  n'?cepsary  tn  organise  a  r.ew  detachment  this  year.  There  are 
33  enrolled  members  and  4  recruits  in  the  senior  detachment,  and  18 
recruits  in  the  junior  detachment.  Last  year  our  special  verse  was  M?tt. 
5,  15  '  Let  your  light  so  shine  etc'  Many  of  the  girls  who  have  left 
have  written  back  telling  what  a  help  that  verse  and  also  the  Wayfarer 
laws  have  been  to  them. 
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Miss  QuintoM  is  leader  of  the  Sunbeams  which  is  the  Wayfarers 
'  Little  Sister '  organization.  There  are  only  12  enrolled  members  at 
present  but  twice  that  number  are  pieparing  to  be  enrolled.  Their  hand- 
work project  lor  this  year  has  been  making  clothes  for  the  orphanage 
family.  Two  of  the  girls  who  left  school  last  year  have  formed  detach- 
ments of  recruits  in  their  villages  where  they  are  teaching.  We  believe 
that  these  two  organizations  are  doing  something  towards  develojjing  a 
desire  for  all  that  is  clean,  pure  and  good.  We  trust  that  it  will  result 
in  making  these  girls  into  the  kind  of  wives  and  mothers  Africa  needs," 

Theological  School 

There  are  seven  men  now  taking  the  course  of  ministerial  training. 
Of  these  t.vo  are  in  the  first  year.  One  of  these  men  has  come  from  the 
Congo  Mission  Conference.  Four  others  are  in  their  second  year  and  one 
in  the  third  year  of  training.  One  of  the  second  year  men  is  a  member  of 
Conference  who  went  out  into  the  work  with  only  one  year  of  training 
and  has  now  returned  to  complete  the  course.  I  would  suggest  to  those 
of  our  ministers  who  h^ve  not  had  the  course  of  ministerial  training  that 
i:  might  be  well  for  them  to  seak  opportunity  for  taking  such  training  for, 
added  to  their  experience,  it  should  be  of  great  value  to  them. 

In  addition  to  their  ministerial  training,  during  the  past  year  the  men 
have  been  taking  instruction  in  agriculture  in  the  Teacher  Training 
School. 

Following  last  Conference  the  department  of  Bible  trainining  was 
started.  Miss  Mullikin  is  in  charge  of  this  department  and  at  present 
there  are  twelve  students  in  the  department.  These  are  having  a  wonderful 
chance  in  Bible  training  and  spirtual  development.  It  is  the  kind  of 
training  all  Evangelists  and  Bible  women  should  have.  The  ministerial 
training  department  students  are  also  under  Miss  Mullikin  for  several 
classes  each  day  in  Bible. 

A  short  course  of  one  hour  per  week  is  being  given  for  the  benefit  of 
the  senior  class  in  the  Teacher  Training  School.  This,  of  course,  is  alto- 
gether inadequate.  The  recent  John  R.  Mott  Conference  with  mission- 
aries at  Bulawayo  recommended  that  all  teachers  going  out  to  be  Pastor- 
teachers  should  have  at  least  one  year  in  training  for  the  Evangelistic  side 
of  their  work. 

Women's  Work 

The  work  with  the  married  women  of  the  mission  has  been  carried 
on  through  the  year  by  Mrs.  James  and  Miss  Hanson  since  her  return. 
There  have  been  60  women  in  the  classes.  They  have  been  assisted  by 
a  girl  teacher  from  Fairfield  Girls'  School.  To  the  subjects  taught  last 
year  have  been  added  Hygine  and  Mothercraft  by  Miss  Hanson  who  has 
also  taken  a  part  of  the  Bible  classes. 

This  year  there  has  also  been  a  special  class  for  the  ministers'  wives. 

The  women  have  also  taken  definite  interest  in  the  project  of  the  New 
Church  and  have  had  work  meetings  to  raise  funds  for  the  Church  building 
scheme. 

Mission  Press 

The  Press  has  been  busier  than  usual  this  year.  The  change  or 
addition  to  the  characters  in  the  vernacular  language  has  meant  much 
extra  cost  to  the  Press  for  all  of  these  new  characters  must  be  procured 
in  all  the  sizes  and  kinds  of  type  required.  New  machinery  and  type 
this  year  have  cost  about  £75.  We  have  been  able  to  supply  the  needs 
without  financial  deficit. 
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Property 

A  good  amount  of  repair  work  has  been  done  on  the  property.  Nearly 
every  missionary  dwelling  has  had  some  needed  work  done  on  it.  Some 
new  buildings  have  been  erected  at  the  location  but  there  is  very  much  to 
be  done  on  the  old  buildings  to  enable  it  to  become  a  model  village.  Some 
new  farm  buildings  have  been  erected  and  a  new  tile  floor  has  been  put 
into  the  Church. 

General  District  Outlook 

The  general  district  outlook  gives  impressions,  some  of  wjiich  are 
encouraging  and  others  disturbing.  Of  ttie  latter  the  sudden  insurgence 
of  many  Native  Separatist  religious  movements  has  an  unsettling  effect 
on  some  of  the  established  work.  These  movements  are  generally 
antagonistic  and  seek  to  break  down  the  Church  already  established. 
Many  of  the  people  readily  see  by  this  that  it  is  not  of  God  but  some  are 
carried  away  for  the  time  being,  though  often  in  due  course  they  see  their 
error  and  return  sadde.-  but  wiser.  It  is  not  surprising  that  we  have  such 
separatist  movements  as  there  are  nearly  300  such  movements  and  sects 
in  the  Union  of  S.  Afica  just  to  the  South  of  us. 

The  economic  condition  seems  not  to  be  improving  as  it  relates  to  the 
native  people.  Though  opportunities  for  labor  are  more  plentiful  the 
market  for  produce  of  the  land  seems  to  be  closing  to  them  more  and 
more  through  control  laws.  Should  these  policies  continue  it  will  be  harder 
for  the  Church  to  increase  its  selfsupport  or  even  continue  the  present 
selfsupporfc.  This  is  especially  alarming  at  this  time  when  an  increase 
in  local  selfsupport  is  demanded  by  the  falling  of  help  from  the  Home  Church 
for  work  on  the  mission  field. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  signs  that  many  of  our  native  people  are 
grasping  vital  facts  and  principles.  Here  and  there  they  are  asking 
questions  which  reveal  their  thinking.  Gradually  the  local  Church  is  be- 
ginning to  stand  out  as  being  different  and  separate  from  the  Mission  and 
they  are  more  and  more  seeing  that  the  Church  is  their  responsibility. 

The  Conference  year  closes  in  our  Winter.  True  it  is  an  African  Winter 
but  still  it  is  Winter,  The  Spring  is  just  ahead.  The  full  foliage  of  the 
trees  which  now  are  bare  will  soon  be  evident,  For  the  coming  year  on 
this  district  we  pray  for  renewing  Grace  and  new  Spiritual  life  and  vigour 
for  every  worker  and  every  member. 


REPORT  OF    E.  L.  SELLS 

Superintendent  of    Vmtali-Rusapi   District 

Bishop  Johnson  and  Fellow- workers  : 

This  Conference  year  on  the  TTmtali  Rusapi-District  may  be  char- 
acterized by  it's  steady  work  and  the  joys  that  have  been  found  in 
service.  There  has  been  nothing  spectacular  or  out-standing.  We  have 
not  measured  the  year  by  the  clock  or  the  calendar  but  by  the  opportunities 
and  privileges  of  service.  We  have  found  the  work  of  the  District 
interesting  and  the  exacting  duties  have  been  flavoured  by  the  joy  of 
health  and  growth.  There  has  been  no  decrease  in  numbers  and  there  has 
been  a  growth  in  the  spiritual  lives  of  a  large  number  of  our  workers. 

This  report  is  only  suggestive  of  the  work  that  has  been  done.  It  is  a 
short  digest  of  the  volumes  that  might  be  written  of  the  daily  activities. 
It  cannot  tell  of  the  daily  contacts  and  conversations,  of  th(>  experiences 
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of  fellowship,  of  homes  helped,  of  the  young  people  that  have  been 
instructed,  of  the  evangelism  of  the  older  poeple,  or  of  the  seed  that  has 
been  sown  that  will  in  the  unknown  future  bear  fruit,  a  harvest  worthy 
of  the  work. 

Umtali 

The  work  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  among  the  Europeans  of  Umtali  is 
as  encouraging  as  any  work  of  such  nature  in  Rhodesia.  There  is  a  keen 
interest  being  shown  in  the  work  by  as  large  a  number  as  you  would  find 
in  most  churches  of  that  size. 

The  Sunday  Services  have  been  well  attended.  We  have  tried  to 
make  these  services  attractive,  evangelistic,  appealing  and  helpful. 
It  is  impossible  to  measure  or  estimate  the  worship  of  the  Church  in 
words.  There  have  been  those  who  have  found  new  life  in  Christ  and 
other  whose  spiritual  lives  have  been  deepened.  The  music  of  the  church 
has  been  especially  helpful  and  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the 
large  number  who  have  so  faithfully  given  of  their  time  to  such  a 
ministry. 

The  Sunday  School  has  an  enrolment  of  one  hundred  and  ten 
children  with  seven  teachers  assisting  in  the  class  work.  Many  of 
these  children  come  from  homes  where  the  parents  are  not  church 
people  but  are  anxious  for  their  children  to  have  religious  training. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Official  Board  have  been  well  attended. 
The  financial  obligations  have  been  paid  with  regularity.  The  Ladies 
League  has  provided  several  social  evenings  for  the  church  and  has  done 
fine  work  in  helping  to  relieve  those  in  suffering  and  sorrow. 

More  than  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  pastoral  calls  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  Five  Scripture  classes  each  week  have  been 
taught  in  the  European  Government  Schools  with  an  enrolment  of  seventy- 
five  pupils.  Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Hospital  and  Old 
People's  Home.  A  short  Sunday  service  is  now  being  held  every  two 
weeks  in  the  Jail.  There  have  been  fifteen  full  members  received  into  the 
Church  and  fifteen  children  have  been  baptized. 

The  Umtali  Native  Work 

The  work  of  the  Umtali  Church  is  that  of  conserving  the  membership 
of  the  village  churches.  It  is  not  merely  important  from  the  standpoint  of 
Umtali  but  it  is  rendering  a  service  to  the  entire  Conference.  It  is  saving 
a  very  large  number  of  our  boys  and  girls  who  live  under  town  influences 
for  a  few  months.  It  is  our  aim  to  send  these  back  to  their  villages  and 
churches  strong  and  clean. 

Between  three  and  five  hundred  people  attend  the  main  service  of  the 
church  on  Sunday  afternoon.  The  class  meetings  have  been  well  attended. 
The  pastor,  David  Mandisodza,  has  been  faithful  in  his  exacting  duties 
and  always  finds  time  to  be  a  friend  to  any  that  are  in  need  of  his  aid. 
In  times  of  sickness  and  death  he  has  renderd  valuable  assistance.  The 
married  women  have  carried  on  weekly  evangelistic  meetings  in  various 
places  throughout  the  town.  The  membership  of  the  church  shows  a  good 
increase.  There  are  eight  Sunday  preaching  places  in  Umtali  and  the 
surrounding  villages.  Sixteen  Local  Preachers  assist  the  pastor  in 
conducting  these  services. 

The  Day  school  has  an  enrolment  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
pupils  and  an  average  daily  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty.  The 
four  teachers  have  worked  well  and  the  pupils  are  very  keen  to 
accomplish  the  most.  The  industrial  work  has  been  rather  difficult  in  that 
the  materials  are   very  expensive    and  hard  to  get.    The  Evening  school 
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continues  with  about  the  same  attendance  and  the  same  problems.  The 
pastor  gives  the  Scripture  instruction  in  the  schools. 

The  work  of  the  Native  Girls'  Hostel  continues  to  fill  a  vital  need 
among  the  women  and  girls  who  are  coming  and  going,  and  it  is  certainly 
helping  to  save  the  girls  from  the  Mission  schools  who  are  employed  in 
the  town.  It  provides  a  safe  place  for  those  who  are  passing  through  town 
anl  a  number  are  spending  the  night  there.  We  need  to  re-emphasize 
what  was  said  last  year,  that  all  our  pastors  should  urge  our  people  to  use 
the  liostel  when  in  Umtali  and  thus  keep  our  village  girls  av;ay  from  the 
temptations  of  the  Inaian  Stores.  On  the  other  hand  the  Hostel  should 
give  more  attention  to  this  need.  Two  class  meetings  a  week  are  being 
held  at  the  Hostel  for  the  girls  working  in  town. 

Last  month  Miss  B.  H.  Reitz  went  on  furlough  and  to  fill  in  the  gap 
until  Conference  time  Mrs.  Sells  has  been  acting  Matron.  The  Hostel 
has  come  to  be  a  part  of  the  town  life  and  we  believe  that  there  is  an 
important  work  and  future  for  it.  The  Girls  schools  are  planting  Christian 
character,  the  Hostel  is  watering  and  protecting  from  the  hot  sun  of 
temptation  and  sin. 

Rusapi 

The  out-stations  of  the  District  are  located  in  the  Chiduku  and 
Makoni  Reserves.  These  village  Churches  are  really  the  heart  of  our 
work.  In  taking  the  abundant  life  of  Christ  to  the  people  in  their  natural 
way  of  living,  the  Church  is  building  upon  a  solid  foundation. 

The  Chiduku  Circuit  has  enjoyed  steady  work  and  has  an  enthus- 
iastic membership.  There  are  eight  churches  with  a  total  membership 
of  six  hundred  and  sixty-nine.  The  six  schools  have  a  total  enrolment  of 
five  hundred  and  forty.  Last  October  by  post  Conference  appointment 
there  vvas  a  change  of  ministers.  Zachariah  Mukombiwa  was  transferred 
from  Headlands  Circuit  to  replace  Patrick  Machiri  transferred  to  Marange 
Circuit.  The  new  minister  is  in  great  favour  with  the  Circuit.  He  is 
assisted  by  five  accepted  supply  pastors,  twelve  Local  Preachers,  and  six 
school  teachers.  There  have  been  fifty-two  full  members  and  forty-four 
probationary  members  received  during  the  year.  Fifty-two  adults  and 
fifty-seven  children  have  been  baptized. 

Last  December,  Johnson  Maramba,  the  minister  of  Mukahanana 
Circuit,  entered  the  Theological  School  at  Old  CJmtali.  The  Circuit  was 
temporarily  added  to  Gandanzara.  For  three  months  of  this  year  a  large 
part  of  the  Makoni  Reserve  was  under  quarantine  for  small-pox.  Several 
of  the  churches  were  closed  for  that  length  of  time.  We  were  able  to 
resume  on  the  fifteenth  of  May.  Gandanzara  Circuit  (  including  Mukaha- 
nana )  has  a  total  membership  of  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  and  the 
six  schools  have  an  enrolment  of  three  hundred  and  forty-seven.  The 
school  at  Gandanzara  village  is  the  largest  with  an  enrolment  of  one 
hundred  and  thirteen.  There  have  been  thirty-two  full  members  and 
thirty-five  probationary  members  received  during  the  year.  The  minister 
is  assisted  in  the  eight  churches  of  the  circuit  by  five  accepted  supply 
pastors,  eighteen  local  preachers  and  eight  teachers.  We  wish  to  ex- 
press our  thanks  to  Headman  Gandanzara,  a  steward  of  the  church,  for 
his  excellent  work  of  evangelism  among  the  Headmen  and  for  his 
loyal  support  of  the  Minister. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  how  many  have  entered  into  the  Kingdom 
as  a  result  of  the  years'  work  on  these  two  circuits.  Only  eternity 
can  tell.  There  are  probably  more  than  we  think.  We  ha\'e  emphasized 
the  necessity  of  voluntary  lay  evantjelism  and  have  tried  to  organize 
our  work  so  as  to  develop  it  to  its  fullest  possibilities.    There  has  been 
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that  testimony,  some  times  silent  in  voice  but  speaking  in  life,  to  the 
Christian  virtues  of  calmness,  patience  and  an  appreciation  of  the  efforts, 
ideas,  ideals  and  devotion  of  each  other  in  the  work  to  which  we  have  given 
ourselves.  We  have  sought  to  appreciate  and  apply  the  motto  of  St.  Paul, 
"  I  press  on". 

The  Camp-meeting  held  last  September  at  Nyatande  for  the 
Gandanzara  and  Umtasa  Circuits  by  L.  E.  Adkins,  assisted  by  others  of 
the  Old  Umtali  Missionaries,  did  much  to  strengthen  the  work  in  the 
Makoni  Reserve. 

I  have  not  mentioned  self-support  because  we  are  all  facing  about  the 
same  condition  in  regard  to  it.  It  is  uphill  work.  When  we  reach  the 
top  the  vision  of  the  Promised  Land  will  become  clear.  Aside  from  the 
money  that  we  must  have  to  carry  on  our  work  it  is  not  only  desirable  but 
necessary  for  individual  Christian  growth.  One  who  will  not  give  of  his 
means  will  not  give  of  his  life  to  Christ.  The  offerings  of  the  people, 
although  at  times  disappointing,  have  been  gratifying  considering  that 
in  many  sections  the  gardens  have  been  completely  destroyed  by 
locusts. 

The  Conference  year  before  us  holds  in  store  opportunities  of  service. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  lessons  that  we  have  learned  and  with  these 
experiences  we  enter  the  new  year  seeking  to  follow  more  closely  the 
Christ  who  has  called  us. 


REPORT     OF     T.     A.    O'FARRELL 

Superintendent  of  Nyadiri  District 

Bishop  Johnson  and  Fellow  workers: 

"  Except  Jehovah  build  the  house  they  labor  in  vain  that  build  it." 
I  believe  we  have  been  increasingly  conscious  that  it  matters  much  moie 
what  we  are  becoming  than  what  we  are  doing.  I  am  sure  we  have  tried 
to  fmd  out  and  concentrate  on  those  tasks  which  Jehovah  has  assigned. 
How  well  we  have  succeeded  only  the  Master  Builder  knows.  It  has  been 
a  year  full  of  joy  and  much  satisfaction.  Difficulties  and  perplexities  have 
been  more  numerous  than  usual,  but  they  have  not  seemed  so  burdensome 
as  at  some  times. 

A  furlough  is  a  rare  experience  and  is  likely  to  be  a  rich  one.  Our 
furlough  was  all  of  that  to  us.  The  privilege  and  responsibility  of 
representing  the  CDnference  at  the  General  Conference  was  appreciated 
to  the  fiill.     It  was  a  great  inspiration  and  also  an  education. 

When  the  church  at  home  has  suffered  so  much  that  the  missionary 
staff  to  all  fields  has  been  so  seriously  reduced  we  are  very  grateful  that 
we  were  able  to  return  to  a  work  that  has  been  the  soul  of  our  li\es  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  Doors  were  opened  and  funds  supplied  in  ways 
that  made  it  seem  plain  that  God  was  directing. 

The  trials  of  these  recent  years  have  left  the  their  mark  on  the  church 
in  Rhodesia.  There  is  nothing  fictitious  about  it.  There  is  nothing  more 
trying  to  morale  than  a  retreat.  And  a  retreat  means  losses.  There  are 
signs,  however,  that  these  experiences  are  serving  as  a  refining  fire  with 
some.  Let  us  hope  that  such  may  be  the  experience  of  the  church  as 
a  whole. 

I  am  proud  to  be  associated  with  the  missionaries,  ministers,  pastor- 
teachers     and    other    workers   of  Nyadiri   District.     I    have    never   been 
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associated  with  a  group  which  gave  itself  more  wholeheartedly  and  joyfully 
to  achieve  its  set  goals.  There  have  be?n  no  complaints  but  much  hard 
work  and  joyful  co-operation. 

Outstations. 

On  the  outstations  the  staff  has  been  greatly  improved.  Among  them 
now  are  one  Std.  7,  two  Std.  6,  and  four  Std.  5  men  and  no  Std.  2'8.  Some 
of  these  men  are  young  but  they  are  doing  well.  We  have  tried  to 
meet  with  them  together  with  the  Ministers  and  Jeannes  teacher  twice 
a  month,  where  we  discuss  all  phases  of  the  work  and  give  help  in  Bible 
Study,  Sermon  Writing  and  Sunday  School  work.  Both  Church  and 
School  have  shown  improvement  in  nearly  every  station. 

It  seemed  necessary  to  deal  at  once  with  the  problem  of  deficits  in 
collections  and  the  consequent  failure  to  pay  salaries.  These  accumulated 
deficits  were  threatening  disaster.  We  agreed  to  disregard  the  debts 
for  the  time  being  and  concentrate  on  the  current  collections  every 
quarter.  For  three  quarters  every  station  has  met  its  full  an;ount.  Some 
have  completed  the  fourth  quarter  with  a  surplus,  and  we  expect  all  to 
complete  the  quarter  by  the  end  of  June.  In  the  meantime  we  have  met 
the  debts  from  extra  collections  from  some  stations  and  from  Nyadiri 
extra  collections.  The  slate  will  be  clean  by  the  end  of  June,  and  without 
the  extra  help  offered  by  the  Finance  Committee.  But  better  still,  we 
have  been  able  to  reopen  four  stations  and  will  open  one  more.  We  are 
going  to  send  out  two  Evangelists  as  well.  It  is  being  done  by  meeting 
the  expected  amounts  in  full  regularly.  This  small  advance  has  had 
a  very  heartening  effect.  The  Ministers  and  Pastor-teachers  feel  a  new 
sense  of  sesnrity,  and  the  people  a  new  self-respect.  Delinquents  are 
returning  to  the  church  and  men  are  going  out  preaching  with  new 
earnestness.  I  want  to  give  due  credit  to  Brothers  Mparutsa  and 
Katsidzira  for  their  untiring  zeal  in  helping  with  this  program  and  also 
to  the  missionaries  cf  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  for  giving  so  much  of  their  time 
in  visiting  the  people  in  the  villages. 

All  is  not  yet  as  it  should  be  but  this  new  response  was  illustrated 
recenty  when  the  eight  stations  of  the  Nyadiri  Circuit  came  together 
for  a  four  day  camp  meeting.  It  was  quietly  planned  and  quietly  conducted 
but  everybody,  even  the  little  children  seemed  to  be  seeking  for  spiritual 
help  from  the  beginning.  Many  were'  converted,  quite  a  number  were 
reclaimed  and  several  received  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Rev.  Mparutsa  has  divided  his  time  between  work  at  Nyadiri  and 
the  Uzumba  Circuit.  At  the  Mission  he  has  served  as  assistant  pastor 
and  has  rendered  valuable  service  with  the  men  and  boys.  Uzumba 
Circuit  has  given  us  our  most  difficult  work.  But  much  improvement 
has  taken  place.  Two  of  the  new  stations  are  on  this  circuit  and  the 
two  evangelists  will  work  there. 

Rev.  Murashwa  Katsidzira  is  moving  out  to  Manyika  where  a  plan 
for  larger  development  is  under  way.  It  is  a  prosperous  locality  and 
is  well  watered.  They  have  an  irrigation  ditch  running  to  the  church, 
and  they  are  planning  for  gardens  and  fruit  trees,  and  also  two  industrial 
shops,  one  for  the  men  and  boys  and  one  for  the  women  and  girls.  It  is 
the  first  station  of  this  type  that  we  have  seen  on  the  district. 

Nyadiri  Mission 
Tlie  School 

We  have  had  a  prosperous  year  in  several  respects.  The  graduating 
class  which  went  out  in  December  numbered  twenty  eight.  Of  the 
eighteen    men   and  boys  all  went   to   schools   for   higher   training    except 
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two,  and  they  plan  to  go  next  year.  The  number  of  students  in  the  main 
school  at  the  end  of  1933  was  332,  of  whom  218  were  boarders.  In  addition 
Mrs.  O'Farrell  has  a  specialized  school  with  married  women,  with  the 
Jeannes  Woman  and  one  other  as  assistants.  They  number  37,  making 
a  total  of  369. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  staff  this  year.  New 
teachers  received  this  year  include,  Timothy  Kanyowa,  a  former  member 
of  the  staff,  Eddy  Makombore,  Lazarus  Samukange,  Hector  Daniel, 
Phobe  Musiyarira,  and  Clara  Manyarara.  They  are  a  splendid  group, 
each  making  a  real  contribution,  and  are  a  credit  to  the  Training  School. 
Miss  King  and  Miss  Shields  in  the  main  School  and  Mrs.  O'Farrell  with 
the  women  have  made  fine  records  in  bringing  their  work  more  nearly 
to  perfection.  The  reports  from  the  inspectors  have  been  favorable  and 
encouraging  and  some  are  good.  Mrs.  O'Farrell  working  with  that  less 
favored  group,  the  married  women,  has  apparently  won  higher  commen- 
dation than  any  of  us.  Miss  Rudd  writes:  "The  Community  work  being 
done  at  Nyadiri  is  distinctly  good. —  I  have  always  considered  the  needle- 
work in  Mrs.  O'Farrell's  Community  Class  the  best  in  the  country." 

The  number  of  boarding  girls  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
There  would  be  many  more  if  all  were  admitted  who  beg  for  entrance 
on  the  plea  of  no  church  or  school  at  home.  Second  generation  Christians 
are  becoming  more  numerous  in  the  small  girls'  dormitory.  Tuition  is 
being  charged  for  the  first  time  and  is  meeting  with  a  good  response, 
although  many  are  obliged  to  work  most  of  the  holidays  to  earn  the  money. 
The  social  life  of  the  students  is  being  enriched  by  their  experiences  in 
Wayfarer  and  Sunbeam  detachments. 

The  number  of  men  and  boys  also  remains  about  the  same.  I  think 
we  are  getting  a  better  type  of  student  than  formerly.  In  debate,  singing, 
sports  and  athletics  they  not  only  find  enjoyment  but  are  receiving 
excellent  training. 

In  agriculture  under  Andrew  Matlyukira  the  first  half,  and  Daniel 
Manyarara  the  last  half  of  the  year  the  boys  have  worked  hard  and 
have  reaped  an  abundant  harvest.  We  were  able  to  stop  buying  food 
on  February  18th.     The  previous  season  had  been  an  unfavorable  one. 

The  new  carpenter.  Hector  Daniel,  has  won  a  fine  place  in  the 
affections  of  the  men  and  boys.  The  shop  is  probably  the  most  popular 
building  with  them.  They  are  doing  a  better  standard  of  work  than  ever 
before.  Three  half  days  a  week  a  group  of  married  men  meet  to  make 
furniture  for  themselves  as  part  of  their  community  work 

The  Government  Grants  for  the  year  were  42%  greater  than  the 
previous  year  for  the  district. 

Nyadiri  Church 

In  the  Bible  Classes  there  has  been  a  seeking  after  truth  by  teachers 
and  students  such  as  can  be  applied  to  their  African  life.  Here  and  in 
the  Class  Meetings  splendid  foundations  are  being  laid.  The  special  meet- 
ings preceding  Easter  resulted  in  a  good  number  finding  Christ.  On 
Sundays  the  Wabvui  have  diligently  witnessed  in  the  villages.  They 
have  been  largely  responsible  for  the  opening  of  one  station.  The  spirit  of 
comradeship  and  helpfulness  is  more  marked  than  ever  before.  Although 
most  of  the  district  is  reporting  for  only  three  quarters  the  collections 
are  considerably  larger  than  the  year  before.  Cases  of  discipline  through- 
out the  district  have  been  few.     The  Church  services  are  well  attended. 

Medical 

At    times   the  Dispensary   and  huts  have  been  crowded  to  the  limit. 
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Many  lives  have  been  saved  there.  People  are  coming  from  both  Mara- 
mba  and  Fungwi  Reserves,  far  to  the  north.  This  kind  ministry  of  healing 
and  the  Christian  Services  as  well  are  giving  many  people  their  tirst 
impression  of  the  Christ.  I  am  constantly  meeting  such  people  at  the 
stations  and  in  the  villages 

The  Dispensary  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  its  efficiency  in- 
creased. 

From  January  to  March  Miss  Whitney  took  a  much  needed  mid- term 
holiday  and  Miss  Gugin  took  her  place  during  the  time.  Miss  Gugin's 
services  were  much  appreciated. 

The  Government  Physician  continues  his  very  helpful  co-operation 
by  visiting  Nyadiri  once  a  week. 

Professor  Leeson,  of  the  London  School  of  Tropical  Diseases,  who  has 
been  called  to  the  Colony  to  make  a  study  of  malaria  and  the  mosquito, 
spent  a  few  days  at  Nyadiri  and  studied  thoroughly  the  sources  of  malaria 
infection.  We  consider  it  one  of  tne  most  helpful  visits  we  have  had. 
A  good  many  formei-  theories  seem  to  be  disproved.'  The  sources  of 
infection  are  located,  and  we  have  his  expert  advice  as  to  the  best  way 
of  dealing  with  the  problem.  We  should  now  be  able  to  do  much  to 
eliminate  this  trouble. 

Jeannes  Work 

Jonathan  Marange,  Jeannes  Teacher,  has  rendered  valuable  services 
during  the  year,  especially  by  assisting  those  teachers  who  never  complet- 
ed their  training.  In  matters  of  class  organization  and  method  some  of 
these    teachers   are  now    almost   on  a  par  with  the  better  trained   men. 

He  has  also  continued  his  community  work  in  the  villages  and  with 
the  men  at  Nyadiri,  where  he  supervises  their  gardens,  the  planning  of 
their  homes,  cleaning  up  the  Location,  and  in  making  furniture  for  their 
homes.     His  work  has  received  favorable  comment  by  the  inspectors. 

Conclusion 

As  we  enter  the  new  year  we  long  to  be  more  completely  God 
conscious;  to  be  willing  to  be  His  instruments,  not  merely  His  agents; 
to  see  in  wearying  tasks,  not  drudgery,  but  glorious  opportunities  to  live 
the  Christ  life  ;  to  see  in  broken  humanity  not  failure,  but  those  who  must 
reappear  in  His  likness;  to  have  our  horizon  bounded  not  according  to  our 
frailty,  but  by  our  faith  that  "We  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who 
strengthens  us."

Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Cliurch  Extension 

We  recommend  that  a  meeting  of  the  Rukwadzano  rhwe  Wadzimayi 
be  held  once  a  year  in  each  circuit.  This  is  to  establish  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  our  Rhodesia  Conference,  whose 
purpose  is  to  aid  in  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  women. 

We  recommend  that  the  Student  Volunteers  and  Native  evangelists 
be  urged  to  give  vacation  time  to  evangelistic  efforts  in  outlying  districts 
such  as  Fungwe  and  Makaha. 

This  body  is  not  forgetting  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  a  Christian 
worker  among  the  Indian  population  of  Umtali.

Report  of  tlie  Board  of  Stewards 

The  Board  of  Stewards  recommends  the  following  : 

1.  That  the  Treasurer  be  asked  to  write  to  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  to  find  out  what  Conference  Claimants  funds  are  being  held  for 
the  Rhodesia  Conference  that  this  may  be  included  in  the  annual  report. 

2.  That  the  apportionment  for  Conference  Claimants  and  Local 
Preachers'  Relief  Funds  remain  as  they  are,  6d  in  the  £  of  the  Pastors'  and 
Teachers'  salaries. 

3.  That  the  General  Conference  expenses  be  2/6  for  each  Station  per 
year,  an  aggregate  of  about  £14-0-0. 

4.  That  rate  of  interest  on  the  savings  be  3%. 

5.  The  Committee  suggests  the  great  need  of  a  suitable  Safe  for  safe- 
guarding the  books  of  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  recommends  that  a 
Safe  be  purchased  and  paid  for  by  interest  on  invested  funds.  And  if  this 
be  done  the  following  be  the  committee  authorized  to  purchase  same.

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Committee  on  The  State  of  The  Church 

We  rejoice  that  in  the  very  great  difficulties  growing  out  of  the 
depression,  the  Native  Ministers  and  so  many  of  the  Pastor-Teachers  and 
Members  have  remained  loyal  to  Christ  and  the  Church.  We  believe  it 
has  resulted  in  a  deeper  spiritual  life  for  many.  There  are  however, 
certain  dangers  in  the  conditions  that  now  prevail,  which  should  be  re- 
cognized and  guarded  against. 

Many  schools  have  been  closed  and  many  of  these  flocks  are  not 
being  properly  shepherded.  We  have  lost  some  members.  We  are  in 
danger  of  losing  in  a  short  time  as  many  members  as  we  have  been  able 
to  win  over  a  period  of  several  years.  Only  the  most  careful  shepherding 
of  these  neglected  flocks  will  be  adequate  to  maintain  them.  We  recom- 
mend that  regular  services  be  maintained  at  all  such  places,  and  that  we 
set  as  our  goal  the  winning  back  of  all  that  we  have  lost  as  rapidly  as 
possible. 

We  urge  upon  all  the  necessity  of  witnessing  in  the  villages  beyond. 
The  future  of  the  church  can  never  be  secure  without  this  spirit  of  vital 
evangelism  Many  have  lost  their  zeal  in  this  great  work.  We  are  re- 
minded that  God's  Spirit  is  not  bound  by  poverty.  The  Lord's  arm  is  not 
shortened.  Moreover  our  church  has  always  been  an  evangelizing  body. 
Let  us  today  sound  the  note  of  advance. 

In  the  face  of  onslaughts  by  foes  both  within  and  without  we  should 
remind  our  people  of  the  necessity  of  maintaining  both  the  Spiritual  and 
the  Financial  integrity  of  the  Church. 

We  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  trying  to  enrich  the  Conference 
Program,  by  providing  two  or  three  days  for  free  discussion  of  the  vital 
problems  affecting  the  Church,  the  agenda  to  be  prepared  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Conference  Program. 

We  recommend  that  a  column  in  the  Conference  Statistical  report  be 
provided  for  recording  the  Christian  Marriages  and  that  the  ministers  and 
pastors  continue  to  urge  upon  our  people  that  they  take  full  advantage  of 
Christian  Marriage  as  a  means  of  grace. 

We  recommend  that  there  be  instituted  a  planting  time  consecration 
ceremony,  an  adaptation  of  the  American  Lord's  Acre  Plan  {  individual 
plots  to  be  called  '  My  Church  Garden,')  and  a  thanksgiving  and  harvest 
home  festival. 

This  is  to  encourage  and  further,  but  not  to  displace  former  actions 
regarding  tithing.  •

Report  of  the  Delegates  attending  the  Conference  of 
Missionaries  of  Southern  Rhodesia  with  Dr.  John  R.  Mott 

Between  sixty  and  seventy  missionaries  representing  the  majority  of 
the  Societies  came  together  in  the  Methodist  Hall  at  Bulawayo.  19th-20th 
May,  1934  to  discuss  matters  of  tremendous  importance  to  the  missionary 
cause.  After  his  introduction  to  the  Conference,  Dr.  Mott  presided.  The 
meetings  were  conducted  on  the  open  forum  plan  with  a  free  discussion  of 
the  leading  questions  put  by  the  chairman.  The  subjects  discussed  were, 
Evangelism,  Christian  Education  and  Co-operation.  After  the  general 
meeting  on  Saturday,  sub-committees  were  appointed  to  formulate  the 
findings  on  these  three  subjects. 

The  findings  on  Evangelism  dealt  with  the  neglected  areas  and  groups 
within  Southern  Rhodesia.  It  was  urged  that  information  concerning 
these  areas  be  gathered  and  co-operative  plans  between  the  Societies  be 
formulated  for  occupying  them.  More  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
neglected  Asiatic  peoples  and  other  groups  within  the  territory.  Em- 
phasis was  placed  upon  the  need  for  increased  effectiveness  of  present 
evangelistic  forces.  The  place  of  lay  evangelism  was  evaluated  and  its 
use  urged.  The  necessity  of  stirring  up  and  rekindling  the  evangelistic 
urge  among  the  native  worlcers,  so  that  people  are  actually  brought  to  the 
point  of  decision  and  action  was  recognized.  An  intensive  training  in 
evangelism  should  be  given  to  all  men  who  occupy  the  position  of  Teacher- 
evangelist. 

The  findings  in  Christian  Education  considered  that  the  primary  aim 
of  such  is  the  fullest  possible  development  of  Christian  Character  through 
a  well  balanced  growth  in  the  spirit,  mind  and  body.  The  essential  quali- 
fications of  a  teacher  are  a  deep  religious  conviction  leading  to  a  Christian 
habit  of  life,  and  a  high  sense  of  vocation.  The  true  measure  of  a  teacher's 
work  is  its  effectiveness  in  the  home  and  the  community,  as  well  as  in  the 
changed  lives  of  the  pupils.  Emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  the  value 
of  the  correlation  of  the  best  elements  in  native  culture  with  Christian 
influences.  It  was  urged  that  a  suitable  graded  syllabus  of  Religious 
Instruction  should  be  prepared  for  use  in  the  schools  of  the  various 
Societies. 

The  findings  on  Co-operation  recognized  the  urgent  need  of  increased 
co-operation  between  bodies  of  Christians  who  are  not  yet  ready  for  closer 
doctrinal  or  organic  union.  Emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  value  of 
mutual  intercession  for  each  other  and  the  work  being  done,  the  desirabil- 
ity of  mutual  consultation  and  co-operation  in  matters  of  church  dis- 
cipline. There  is  a  great  necessity  for  co-operation  in  matters  of  Evangel- 
ism, racial  problems,  Educational  system,  social  work  and  the  production 
of  Native  Literature.  It  was  urged  that  the  Southern  Rhodesia  Missionary 
Conference  seek  affiliation  with  the  International  Missionary  Council. 
Finally,  th;it  unofficial  round-table  gatherings  be  encouraged. 

Throughout  the  Conference  and  especially  at  the  Sunday  Evening 
Service,  Dr.  Mott  emphasised  the  unprecedented  opportunity,  urgency  and 
danger  of  the  task  of  world  evangelism  in  this  day.  His  firm  faith  in 
Christ  and  what  he  can  do  for  the  world,  his  optimism  and  hope  brought 
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great  inspiration  to  those  attending.     We  came  back  feeling  that  we  had 
taken  a  new  lease  on  the  work  of  the  greater  exposure  of  men  to  Christ.

Mayi  Emily  Faku 

On  the  first  of  March  Emily  Faku  left  us  after  a  three  weeks  illness. 

Emily  Yafele  Faku  was  born  in  Grahamstown  thirty  eight  years  ago. 
Her  father,  a  Local  Preacher  in  the  Wesleyan  Church,  brought  his  family 
to  Rhodesia,  and  in  1912  Emily  was  married  to  Clifford  Faku.  From  then 
until  1929  Emily  and  Clifford  were  stationed  at  Old  Umtali.  In  1929  they 
went  to  Mtoko,  and  in  1931  they  were  appointed  to  the  work  at  Mrewa. 

In  the  death  of  Mayi  Emily  we  have  all  lost  a  friend,  and  the  Christian 
work  in  Rhodesi  i  has  lost  one  of  its  finest  exponents.  She  was  faithful 
in  her  own  Christian  life,  and  in  so  far  as  her  hoine  duties  and  the  care  of 
her  children  pernitked,  was  a  faithful  and  valuable  helper  in  church, 
Sunday  School,  and  Community  Work.  She  was  ever  kindly,  gentle,  and 
unselfish,  and  many  of  the  women  in  Class-Meeting  pray  to  be  "  as  true 
and  faithful  to  God,  and  as  helpful  to  others  as  was  Mayi  Faku." 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gates 
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Nelson  Mukonde 

Nelson  Mukonde  departed  from  this  life  to  the  everlasting  life  on  the 
12th  day  of  January  1934.  It  was  a  very  sad  event  for  those  who  knew 
him  and  loved  him,  especially  to  his  dear  wife  and  three  children,  parents, 
brothers,  and  sisters. 

Nelson  Mukonde  came  to  Hartzell  Training  School  in  the  year  1919 
for  his  training.  In  1926  he  was  appointed  to  Masasi  Station  in  Marange 
Circuit.  From  there  he  was  transfered  to  Odzi  Station,  and  again  to 
Dunhu,  Rupise  and  Chakaha  Stations  in  Mutanibara  Circuit.  In  all  these 
stations  he  had  been  working  faithfully  for  Jesus  from  1926  to  1933. 
During  all  these  years  he  wanted  very  much  to  help  and  to  see  his  people 
saved. 

At  the  end  of  1933  he  made  up  his  mind  to  go  back  again  to  Hart- 
zell Training  School  for  more  training.  So  very  early  in  1934  a  certain 
sickness  which  had  developed  in  him  attacked  him  again  seriously.  The 
missionaries  at  Old  Umtali  tried  their  best  to  help  him  and  later  he  was 
sent  to  the  hospital  in  Umtali,  but  it  was  all  in  vain,  and  he  was  sent 
back  to  Old  Umtali. 

On  January  12th  he  quietly  went  away  in  peace  to  everlasting  rest  in 
heaven.     We  express  our  deep  sympathy  with  those  who  mourn  his  death.

Maud  Mandisodza 

Maud,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  David  Mandisodza,  was  born  on  Feb.  13th 
1917.  She  grew  in  the  home  of  her  parents  where  she  was  taught  to  know 
and  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.
